Rick and Dennis - 1 re-checked the San Pedro numbers and you are correct, the reduction of that single parcel's assessment due to the building 
burning down and now not subject to a building area assessment was not factored into all of the other numbers in the MDP and ER subsequent to 
finding out about the fire in mid Dec '16. At the time I was only calculating what should be refunded for past assessments since the fire occurred in 
Nov 2015 but I did not go back and re-check NBS's dbase numbers that they had provided for this parcel, assuming that the County would have 
been advised of this change that would have also affected the general property tax for this parcel. 

The amount of BID assessment reduction for tax year 2017-18 will be $2,069.76 which will reduce the total BID assessment to $1,274,089.24. I will 
begin to make all the necessary numeric adjustments in the MDP and ER. Since this is only a 1/1 0th of one percent change in the total assessment, 
all petition percentages should remain about the same with only perhaps a .01% increase in a few. I will re-do the assessment roll and percentages 
and any slight changes in petition values will be noted. It will take a few days to complete these changes.
